|More of the Record of Coffee County’s Representative 


After last week's editorial on Repre- 
sentative Bill Stokes, we received an ex- 
pected telephone call from him Friday eve- 
ning. He objected to the slant of the editor- 
ial. He was invited to use the ‘Letter to 
the Editor” column for reply as long as the 
rebuttal was not too long and in good 
taste. Whereupon Rep. Stokes asked us if 
it would be in good taste to mention that 
the editor held stock in the same company 
as the Governor's brother. 

There’s nothing wrong with saying 
that. As a matter of fact we have seniority 
over him insofar as having purchased our 
stock before he got his. Five hundred dol- 
lars worth of stock was purchased by us 
when Ross Clark organized the Elba Build- 
ing and Supply about three years ago. Our 
stock ownership is a matter of common 
knowledge as are most transactions in a 
small town. As far as we know it is perfect- 
ly legal to buy stock in any corporation. 

What. we can’t see is how our buying 
stock three years ago has any effect on 
Stokes’ voting record, which we will rehash 
a little more for the benefit of Clipper 
readers. 

Before the Commissioners’ Court in 
Enterprise three weeks ago, Stokes was 
adamant in defending his right to vote his 
convictions and not follow the administra- 
tion program where he didn’t agree with 
it. After hearing this, a check was run on 
Rep. Stokes’ voting record during his first 
term of office. He represented Coffee 
County during the Person’s regime at the 
1951 and 1953 sessions of the state legis- 
lature, 

In those two sessions of the Legisla- 
ture 2,639 questions came up for decision. 
Stokes voted on less than half of these as 
he recorded only 1205 ballots. He didn’t 
vote 1,434 times. 

What probably happened is that Cof- 
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fee County’s representative was busy get- 
ting his law degree at the University of 
Alabama and had to make a choice between 
attending legislative sessions or classes. 
With the knowledge that Stokes was at- 
tending school at that time—and knowing 
the number of times Stokes didn’t vote— 
Clipper readers can make up their own 
minds as to whether or not they were ade- 
quately represented and just where his 
convictions were then. 

Then there was Stokes’ remark before 
the commissioners’ court that he would not 
go along with the Governor on any of his 
trivolous legislation. On the 26th legislative 
day, Friday, Aug. 3, 1951, he voted yea on 
House Resolution which read: 

“Whereas our esteemed colleague, the 
Honorable Frank Hardy, of Dallas, is a 
gifted musician and entertainer, having 
performed in other days with distinction 
and top billing as a member of the Glee 
Club of the University of Alabama, and, 

“Whereas we will ‘pour not out words 
where there is a musician’ and ‘singers with 
instrument of music,’ now therefore be it 
resolved: 

“That the House do now recess for 
fifteen minutes so that our colleague may 
speak to us as Carlysle said ‘in the speech 
of Angels.’ ’”’ 

This just shows that Stokes has back- 
ed a frivolous resolution. 

A telegram received Monday from the 
State Highway Director, H. L. Nelson, can 
be regarded as a direct slap at the repre- 
sentative. The telegram, giving full credit 
for road projects in Coffee County to two 
commissioners, read: “On the recommen- 
dation of Mr. Flournoy Whitman and Grady 
Ziglar, the Governor authorized the adver- 
tisement of Coffee County projects.” Sign- 


ed: H. L. Nelson, State Highway Director, 


It Pays to Read the Small Type in Newspapers Now 


During a session of the state legisla- 
ture, it is extremely important for voters 
to read thoroughly the reports in the daily 
papers on the happenings in Montgomery. 
Usually in a column of six-point type the 
papers will list bills introduced or passed in 
the Senate and House. Occasionally a local 
bill applying to Coffee County will be in- 
troduced and passed with few people know- 
ing about it. This happened last session 
when the salary for the circuit court clerk 
was raised by a local bill. 

Because of the manner in which the 
state constitution is written, it is possible 
for a representative or senator to wield a 
heavy stick insofar as local politics are 
concerned. He could, for example, abolish

Another measure Stokes introduced 
has the sanction of at least two Elba attor- 
neys. Relating to special court reporters, it 
would authorize a sensible.per diem pay- 
ment to court reporters when they travel 
to a distant court for their job. 

For example, Mr. Jernigan, who does 


and not able to do his job during the regu- 
lar term of court. His replacement, who 
might have to come from Mobile, would be 
entitled to a mileage and living allowance 
in addition to his regular fee. According to 
the attorneys, this will make it easier for 
the court to get a reporter to do the job. 
The task takes a highly skilled individual 
who is not always easy to find or readily 
available. 

In the Senate, Ben Reeves of Troy has 
introduced a measure creating a fund for 
the use of the solicitor of the 12th Judicial 
District, in which Coffee County falls. So- 
licitor Lewey Stephens said this bill woula 
authorize the creation of a fund from the 
“cost” part of the fines levied against per- 
sons convicted of a misdemeanor or felony 
in Circuit Court. While the solicitor is on 
a salary, state laws prescribe the costs to 
be assessed against a man convicted of a 
criminal charge. A person taken to court 
and found guilty of a misdemeanor must 
pay, according to state law, a solicitor’s 
fee of $10; a man guilty of a prohibition, 
law violation pays $30 while costs on some 
felonies run as high as $100. 

Heretofore money collected in such 
cases has gcre to the state. Ben Reeves’ 
bill will put this money in a fund for the 
solicitor to use to buy law books, supplies, 
hire secretarial help when needed and 
otherwise maintain his office. Mr. Steph- 
ens said Geneva and Covington counties 
have such a fund for their solicitor. He es- 
timated the money to be made available 
to his office under this bill would be in the 
neighborhood of $300-$400 per year. 

Also passed in the Senate for Ben 
Reeves was S. 184, authorizing Pike Coun- 
ty to provide a clerk for the deputy solici- 
tor of Pike County and S. 185 authorizing 
appointment of a deputy circuit clerk for 
Pike County.

'ter midnight the bloom starts to close and 
the plant doesn’t grow another one for a 
year. This is what happened to Frances’ 


plant. 

Frances said they had their cactus 
plant three years and that several times 
her mother had taken it outdoors to throw 
it away. The plant itself is unattractive and 
doesn’t seem to be worth taking care of. 
However, Frances or her mother always 
brought the plant back inside and it was 
tended enough so that it had a good growth. 

After seeing Thursday night’s bloon, 
Frances promises the plart will get good 
care, She and others who saw it said it was 
worth waiting three years to see the beauty 
of the blossom. 

Special attention has to*be paid to this 
plant as the only way the grower knows it 
will blossom on a particular night is by 
watching the cracks on the bud. It would 
be easy for the owner to be out of the 
house the one evening the plant bloomed.
